woman was plagued with a private foldier, who 
meditated the plan of murdering the Chevalier, 
with a view of plundering the houfe onthe night 
the intended elopement fhowld take place, io or- 
der that the unhappy niece thould be judged the 
perpetrator of the horrid deed, which was accor- 
ding|y « ffected with every degree of favage barba- 
rity. The young lady and the officer were im- 
medistely purfued, brought back and committed 
to prilon. The former was tried and executed 
on the falfe evidence of the female fervant; the 
latter was cafhiered and condemned o the pallies 
for life, 

Aboiit five months after, the fervant being ta- 
ken ill, threatened to divulge the whole matter 
before a magiltrate; to prevent which, the foldi- 
er, who had married her, put an ead to his wife’s 
exiftence. But, at length, feeling fincere re- 
morle for thefe repeated murders, he voluntarily 
furrendered himéelf up to juftice, conteffed the 
whole affair,and was publicly executed amidft the 
execrations of the enraged multitude. 

What adds tothe dreadful recital is, that the 
young lady was not lefs remarkable for her beav- 
ty than her unaffeéted piety and {weet fimplicity 
of manners. A broken heart foon terminated the 
miferable exiftenee of the wretched officer, who 
died fix weeks after the execution of the mow ami- 
able fufferer, in the molt excruciating tortures.

Laft Sunday errived at Philadelphia, the thip 
Mancheiter, Captain Cox, in 52 days from Liv 
erpool. A gentleman who came paffenger is this 
vellel, faysthat the French have taken QUES- 
NUY, VALENCIENNES, CONDE,SLUYS, 
BREDA, and BERGEN-CP-ZOOM, anc were 
pething on to Amflerdam where, it was expected 
they, would have little refiflence, as great num- 
bers of patriots were Feady to join them. He 
confirms the taking of St. SEBASTIAN’s, &c. 
with the additional conqueft of BILBOA. Stocks 
kept-np in London through the amaziag influx of 
money and plate from Holland. Lord Howe was 
at fea with 28 fail of the line. The Portu,uefe 
iquadron was returniug to Lifbon. This geontie- 
man has brought 'ecters from Mr. Jay, to the 
Secretary of State. 

We learn by Capt. Daff, from Teneriffe, that 
the French have taken BILBOA, and with it up- 
wards of 50 veffels in the harbour. After the 
city was taken, they kept the Spanish coiours fiy- 
ing, which decoyed a number of veffels. 

The French have alfo taken LEOGANE and 
St. MARKS, and had put the garrifon to the 
fword, 

A letter from a gentleman in Hamberg to his 
correfpondent in this city, dated Aug. 20, fay: 
— Trade at Holland is totally at a fland, and 
much property removing to this place. Several 
of our friends at Amilerdam and Rocterdim, have 
come to the refolution to land no more goods, 
and in confequence fent forward to us, dfferent 
fhips, which we are now dilcharging. This place 

has. become the Afylum, and, ina manner, the 
Emporium of the North, Such an important and 
fodder increafe of trade muft natura ly at fir it oc- 
cafion a glut and great depreffion of prices ; how- 
ever, as the quantity of the imported articles is 
not augmented, but only rhe channel of their im- 
portation altered, the confumption wi'l foon fol- 
low, and take off the redundancy, Trace will 
then revive with redoubled vigour, and encreafe 
the importation and confumption of the marker 
confiderably.””

The army of the North occupied all Belgia, 
and had driven the enemies beyood L’Bicaur, 
Valenciennes, Conde, and Qacinoy, were not 
yet in the power of the Republic, but they could 
not avoid bearing the yoke inceflantly, fince the 
army was 30 /eagues beyond.

The army of the Eattern Pyrennees advanced 
into Catatonia, and had left behind it Bellegrade 
well blocked up, which they inteaded to retake 
without doing damage to the place or fortifica- 
tions by a too hafty attack,

poffefion ot the Valley of Baftar, containing 16 
villages. Iehad taken Fontarabia, where they 
found 208 pieces of cannon, and made 2000 pri- 
foners. ‘his army in advancing afterwards had 
taken the paflage, an advantageous pofizion near 
the fea, and Sc. Sebaftian. 

The naval army bad gone into Breft and ready 
to fail. Many divifions of frigates and corvettes 
vere cruizing and made many prizes. The fhips 
deftined sor traniportiag troops to England were 
gone from Sourdeaux to Breit, the place of ren- 
de zvous. Thele hips are only tothe ouomber of go 
or 100.
